23. (New) An article of educational equipment horizontally traversed by a human comprising: 
a) an enclosed rectangular diaped ladder consistii^ of 

i) two elongatfid, rigid, rectangular rails each rail of equal dimensions, 
u) muhiple rungs each rung of equal length, perpendicularly affixed to the interior side of 
each rectangular rail serving to bold the rails in a fixed parallel 
rektionship to each other, and each afiSxed rung of a height substantially the 
same, and 

m) two rectangular, rigid end boards equal in height to the rails serving to hold the rails in 
place and servmg to hold the ladder in a raised or inclined position after being placed 
upon a raised apparatus, 

wheiein the improvements coniqiirise 

a) a straight track con^irismg 

i) two elongated, rigid, rectangular rails each raU of substantially equal dimensions 
comprising elements used to effect a connection with a contiguous rail of another track, 
straight, arced, or curved, or used to eflBsct a connectton with a contiguous distinct end 
coupler comprisiiig elements used to effect connections with contiguous rails of two or 
more tracks, straight, aroed, or curved, thereby bridging the non-contiguous ends of the 
tracks, 

ii) each rail comprising elements located in whole or part at its interior side used to effect 
connections with steps, and 

iii) multiple steps each step readUy detachable with a geometrically shaped colored footing, 
of substantially equal length, perpendicularly placed length-wise in an element located 
in wlM>le or part at the interior side of each rectangular rail, and while connected to each 
rail incapable of rotating or shifting horizontaUy, serving to hold the directly opposing 
mils in a fixed parallel relationship to each other, and of substantially the same height, 
and 
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said straight track excluding end boards as an element thereof removit® an 
obstruction associated with prior art; 

b) an arced track comprising 

0 two oblong, rigid, arced rails each rail of substantially equal height and width 
comprising elements used to effect a connection with a contiguous rail of another track, 
straight, arced, or curved, or used to effect a connection with a contiguous distinct end 
coupler comprising elements used to effect connections with contiguous rails of two or 
more tracks^ stra^ht, arced^ or curved^ thereby bridging the non-contiguous ends of the 
tracks* 

ii) each rail comprising elements located in whole or part at its interior side used to effect 
connections with steps, and 

iif) muhiple steps each step readily detachable with a geometrically shaped colored 
footing, of substantially equal length, diametrically placed length-wise in an element 
located in whole or part at the interior side of each arced rail, and while connected to 
each rail incapable of rotating or shifting horizontally, serving to hold the directly 
opposing rails in a fixed equidistant relationship to each other, and of substantially the 
sSLtnt height; and 

said arced track exchxdiog end boards as an element thereof removing obstruction 
associated with prior art; and 

c) a curved track comprising 

f) two oblong, rigid, curved rails each rail of substantially equal height and width 
comprising elements used to effect a connection v^tb a contiguous rail of another track, 
straight, arced, or curved, or used to effect a connectfon with a 
contiguous distinct end coupler comprising elements used to effect connections with 
contiguous rails of two or more tracks, straight, arced« or curved, thereby bridging the 
non^x^ntiguous ends of the tracks, 

ii) each rail comprising elements located in whole or part at its interior side used to effect 
connections widi steps, and 
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iii) multiple steps each readily detachable with a geometrically shaped colored 
footing, of substantially equal length, dian^trically ot othenvise placed length-wise in 
an element located in whole or part at the interior side of each curved rail* and while 
connected to each rail incsy7able of rotating or shifting horizontally^ s^ing to hold the 
directly opposing rails in a fixed equidistant relationship to each other, and of 
substantially the same height, and 

said curved track exchiding ernl boards as an element thereof rraaoving an obstruction 

associated with prior art. 

24. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 23 wherein said tracks, straight, 
arced, or curved^ comprising rails, rectangular, arced, or curved, which comprise 
elements located in whole or part at the interior side of each rail used to efifect a 
connection with a step said elements in a pattern permitting the height of the steps to be 
varied* 

25. (New) The article of educational equipment Claim 23 fiirther including an anti-tq) 
device on which a straight track is assembled and positioned, said anti-tip device 
oonQ>rising 

a) anebngated, rectangular plaiw sur&ce lying between and under the rectangular rails 
of a straight track and extending out firom the exterior sides of each rail, and 

b) two elongated woik holder areas each work holder area bordered by two elongated 
work stop abtttments into which a rectangular rail is inserted the abutment adjacent to 
the exterior side of a rail is higher than the interior side abutment and the exterior s»le 
abutment comprises rectangular shaped elements into or through vrtiich steps are 
inserted dmii^ the process of assembling a strd%ht track* 

26. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 23 fiirther including a distinct eod 
couple, in the shape of a polygon, mchiding a rectangle, diamond, hexagon, or octagon, 
comprising elements used to effect connections with contiguous rails of two or more 
tracks* straight, arced, or curved, thereby bridging the noz^contiguous ends of the 
tracks. 
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27* (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 23 fiirther including an apparatus 
in the shape of a figure eight lying on its side comprising a straight track or tracks, an 
arced track or tracksj or a curved track or tracks^ ot a combination of two or more 
tracks, whereby the tracks are either contiguously connected to one another or 
connected to one another with the aid of a centrally located distinct end coupler, in the 
^3£^e of a polygon, including a diamond or octagon, thereby bridging the non- 
contiguous ends of the tracks. 

28. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 27 further including a column 
of straight tracks longitudinally intersecting said apparatus at its center whereby the 
tracks are either connected to one another or connected to one another with the aid of 
said distinct end coupler, thereby bridging the non-contiguous ends of the tracks^ 

29. (New)The article of educational equipment of Claim 28 fiirther including a row 
of straight tracks laterally intersecting said apparatus at its center whereby the 
tracks are either contiguously connected to one anotl^ or connected to one 
another with the aid of the distinct end coiipler» thereby bridging the non- 
contiguous ends of the tracks. 
30, (New) The article of educational equipment Claim 23 further including an apparatus iii 
the shape of a circle encbsing a plus sign con^sing one or more arced tracks in the 
shape of a circle and one or more straight tracks in the shape of a phis $ign vdierel^ the 
tracks^ arced or straight, are contiguously connected to one another or connected to 
another track, arced or straight, with the aid of one or more distinct end couplets, each 
m the shape of a polygon, including a rectangle, located at the center of the plus sign 
and boated at the ends of the plus sign intersectmg and connecting w9h the circle, 
thereby bridging non-contiguous ends of the tracks. 
31. (New) An article of educational equipment horizontally traversed by a waDdng human 
comprising: 

a) an enclosed rectangular shaped ladder consisting of 

i) two elongated, rigid, rectangular rails each rail of equal dimensions. 
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ii) multiple rungs each rui^ of equal length, perpendicularly affixed to the interior side of 
each rectangular rail serving to hold the rails in a fixed parallel 

relationship to each other, and each affixed rung of a height substantially the 
same, and 

iii) two rectangular, rigid end boards equal hi height to the rails serving to hold the rails m 
place and serving to hold the ladder in a raised or inclined position after being placed 
upon a raised apparatus^ 

v^erein the improvements comprise 

a) a straight track con:q)rising 

1) two elongated, rigid, rectangular rails each rail of substantially equal dimensions 
comprising elements used to efJfect a connection with a contiguous rail of another 
track, straight, arced^ or curved, or tised to effect a connection 
with a contiguous distinct end coupler comprising elements used to effect connections 
with contiguous rails of two or more tracks, straight, arced, or curved, thereby bridging 
the non-contiguous ends of the tracks, and 

ii) multq>le rungs each rung with a colored, geometrically shaped footing, of substantially 
equal length and perpendicularly affixed at the interior side of each rectangular rail 
serving to hold the rails in a fixed parallel relationship to each other, and 

said straight track excluding end boards as an element thereof associated with prior art; 

b) an arced track comprising 

i) two arced oblong, rigid rails each rail of substantially equal height and width 
con^rising elements used to effect a connection with a contiguous rail of another 
track, straight, aiced, or curved, or used to effect a connection with a contiguous 
distinct end coupler comprising elements used to effect connections with rails of two 
or more tracks, straight, arced, or curved, thereby bridging the non-contiguous ends of 
the tracks, and 

ii) multiple rungs each rung with a colored, geometricaUy shaped footing, of substantiaDy 
equal length and diametrically afBxed length-wise at the interior side of each arced rail 
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serving to hold the directly opposing rails in a fixed equidistant relationship to each 
other, and 

said arced track excluding end boards as an element thereof removing an otetniction 
associated with prior art; and 
c) a curved track conq;nishig 

i) two curved obloi^, rigid rails each rail of substantially equal height and width 
comprismg elements used to effect a connection with a contiguous rail of another 
track, straight, arced, or curved, orused to effect a connection with a contiguous 
distinct end coupler comprising elements used to effect connections with rails of two 
or more tracks, straight, arced, or curved, thereby bridging the non^ntiguous ends of 
tbe tracks, and 

ii) rouhiple rungs each rung with a cotored, geometrically sh^ fbothig. of substantially 
equal length and diametrically or otherwise aflBxed length-wise at the interior side of 
each curved rail serving to hold the directly opposing rails m a fixed equidistant 
relationship to each other, and 

said curved track excluding end boards as an element thereof removing an obstruction 
associated with prior art. 

32. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 31 further including an anti-tq* 
device on which » straight track is positioned serving to protect the track against 
tipping, said anti-tq;) device comprl^ng 

a) an elongated, rectangular planar surfece lying between and under the rectangular 
rails and extending out from the extwior adcs of each rail, and 

b) two work holder areas each woric hokkr area bordered by two ek>ngated work 
stop abutments the abutment adjacent to the exterior side of a rail is higgler than 
the interior side abutment into which each affixed rail of a stra^ track is 
positioned. 

33. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 31 fiirther including a distinct end 
coupler, in the shape of a polygon, hicluding a rectangle, diamond, hexagon, or 
octagon, comprising elements used to efBsct connecttons with contiguous rails of 
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wo or more tracks, sMigW, atced, or oorved, thereby hridgiiig tta non-cotf iguous 
ends of the tracks. 

34. (New) TTie article of educational equipment of Claim 31 fUrther including an ^paratus in 
the shape of a figure eight lying on its side comprising a straight track or tracks, an 
arced track or tracks, or a curved track or tracks, or a comWnatfon of two or more 
tracks, whereby the tracks an either contiguously connected to one another or 
connected to one another with the aid of a centrafly tocated distinct end coupler, in 
the shape of a polygon, including a diamond or octagon, thereby hridgmg the non- 
oontiguoiis ends of the tracks, 

35. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 34 fijrther inchiding a cohmm of 
straight tracks intersecting said apparatus at its center whereby the tracks are 
either contiguously connected to one another or connected to one another with 
the aid of said distinct end coupler, thereby bridging the non-contiguous ends of 
the tracks. 

36. (New) nie article of educatfcnal equipment of Claim 35 forther including a row of 
stiaight rows laterally intersecting said apparatus at its center whereby the 
tracks are either contiguously connected to one another or oomiected to one 
another with the akl of the distinct end coupler, thereby bridging the non- 
contiguous ends of the tracks. 

37. (New) The article of educational equipment of Claun 31 fiirther inchiding an apparatus in 
the shape of a circle enobsing a phis sign comprising one or more atced tracks in the 
shape of a circle and one or more straight tracks in the shape of a phis sign whereby 

the tracks, arced or straight, are dther contiguously connected to one another or 
connected to another track, arced or straight, with the aid of one or more distinct 
end cot5)lers, in the shape of a polygon, including a rectangle, located at the center 
of the plus sign and located at the ends of the plus sign intersecting and conneoting 
with the circle, thereby bridging non-contiguous ends of the tracks. 

38. (New) An article of educational equipment horizontally traiversed by a human comprismg: 
a) an enclosed rectangular sh2^)ed ladder consisting of 
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i) two elongated, rigid, rectangular rails each rail of equal diraensions, 

ii) multiple rungs each rung of equal length, perpendicularly affixed to the interior side of 
each rectangular rail serving to hold the rails in a fixed parallel 

relationship to each othrar, and each af3Bxed rui^ of a height substantially the same, and 
ill) two rectangular, rigid end boards equal in height to the rails servmg to ho Id the rails in 
place and serving to hold the ladder in a raised or inclined position after being placed 
iq>on a raised apparatus, 
wherein the improvements comprise 

a) a straight track comprising 

i) two elongated, ri^id, rectangular rails each rail of substantially equal dimensions, and 

ii) muhiple rungs each rung with a colored, geometrically shaped footing, of substantially 
equal length, and perpendicularly affixed to the interior side of each rectai^lar rail 
serving to hold the rails hi a fixed parallel relationship to each other, and 

said straight track excluding end boards as an element thereof associated with prior art; 

b) an acted track comprising 

f) two arced obloi:^ rigid rails each rail of substantially equal height and widA, and 
ii) multiple rungs each rung with a colored, geometrically shaped footing, of substantially 
equal length, and diametrically aflOxcd length-wise at the interior side of each arced 
rail serving to hold the directly opposing rails in a fixed equidistant relationship to 
each other, and 

said aix^ed track excluding end boards as an element thereof removing an obstruction 
associated with prior art; and 

c) a curved trade comprising 

i) two curved oblong, rigid rails each rail of substantially equal height and wddth, and 
u) multiple rungs each rung with a colored, geometrically shaped footing, of substantially 
equal length, and diametrically or otherwise affixed length-wise at the interior side of 
each curved r^l serving to hold the directly opposmg rails in a fixed equidistant 
relationship to each other; and 
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said curved track excluding end boaids as an element thereof removing an obstruction 
associated with prior art. 

39, (New) The article of edticational equipment of Claim 38 fiirther including an ^paratus in 
the sh^ of a figure eight lying on its side comprising a straight track or tracks^ an 
arced track or tracks, or a curved track or tracks* or a combination of two or more 
tracks, whereby the tracks may be joined to one another. 

40, (New) The article of educational equipment of Claim 38 further inchiding an apparatus 
con^jrising two non-contiguous sets of connected arced and curved tracks eadi set 

in the shape of a horseshoe tocated on the left and right sides of the design the open 
ends of each horseshoe shaped set of tracks located directly opposite and laterally 
positioned to one another and two non-^ntiguous straight tracks centrally located 
on the upper and tow^ skies of tte design directly opposite and longitudinally 
positioned to one another, all of the horseshoe shaped sets of tracks and straight 
tracks border an octagon shaped open area in the middle of tte design. 
41 , (New) The artkle of educatfonal equipment of Claim 40 further including two straight 
tracks one laterally and centrally poshioned within and abutting or lying at the 
interior ades of a set of horseshoe shaped tracks and the other similarly 
posittoned within the opposiog set of horseshoe shaped tracks, all of the 
horseshoe sh«^ sets of tracks, inchisive of said partially enclosed laterally 
positioned straight tracks, and longitudinally positbned straight tracks border an 
octagon shaped open area In the middle of the desigrt

the shape of a circle enctosing a phis sign conq>risii^ one or more arced tracks 
in the shape of a circle and one or more straight tracks in the shape ofaphissign* 
whereby tracks may be joiixed to one another. 
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
